FACTS WILL BE SOUGHT. 


Special Committee Meets This 
Morning to Investigate This 
and Many Other 
Charges. 


Transfers, suspensions and removals from 
the identification and detective bureaus and 
the Harrison street police station and the 
wholesale destruction of ‘unauthorised’ 
photographs are likely to follow an investi- 
gation of the methods employed at Chicago’s 
„ rogues’ gallery.” 

Charges of blackmall will be the first count 
to be taken up this morning when the com- 
mittee meets in the chambers of Chief Jus- 
tice Olson of the Municipal court, and it 
will be foliowed by half a dosen or more 
other charges, erge- one that certain 
Suspects have been “hawked" about the 
city for possible identification as habitua) 
criminals in the interests of private detective 
agencies. 

Chief Justice Olson reported the black - 
mall“ charges to Chief Steward. The story 
is that men and women who have been ar- 
rested for drunkenness or some trivial 
violation of a city ordinance have been con- 
fronted later with their photographs and 


Justice Olson gives the accused the benefit 
of the doubt, because his informants have re-

charges necessary because of the good source 
from which one story of this character eman- 
ated. ;

Police Responsible to Court. 


The Municipal court act makes the police 
amenabie to that body, and under it every po- 
jiceman je in fact a bailiff of that court and 
must do its bidding.

Why meat and potatoes Ae isthe 
tles of lifé should be sold at a price making 
them luxuries was attributed yesterday to 
various causes by the men who will speak to- 
night. The following reasons were given, 
béing Nested according to the frequeacy with 
which they were mentioned: 

Increase in the production of gold. 

High protective tariff. . 

Trusts and combinations to control prices, 

Rallroads. 

Extravagance of average American house- 
holder, 

Labor unions. 


Dispute the Popular Belief. 


Two speakers, Otto C. Ericson of Evanston 
and John A. Lee of Oak Park, take issue with 
the popular belief and assert that in many 
lines ving actually is less expensive than at 
any time within forty years. Mr. Ericson 
asserts he is prepared to spring a surprise by 
presenting convincing figures that a great 
number of food staples are sold cheaper than 
ever before. 

The unprecedented output ot gold is held 
by Clarence Darrow to be the chief cause of 
the increasein living. Mr. Darrow will speak 
from the stahdpoint of the consumer, and 
asserts he is prepared to back up his state- 
ments with figures, 

„Labor unions have put up prices through 
forcing increases in wages,“ Mr. Darrow said. 
“ Whatever increase in wages they gained 
was taken out of the consumier, and thus back 
from the workers themselves, and has had a 
general effect of increasing the cost of any 


commodity. 
Tariff Only Small Factor. 


“J think the tariff has affected prices only 
to a Umited degree. This country is so big 
that it is able to supply. all its own wants. 
You could put a wall around it and it would 
not suffer. Internal combinations control- 
ling the various commodities could keep up 
prices regardless of the tariff. 

„ These combinations are eo Big that, even 
were the tariff removed, they would become 
international, and I doubt if prices would 
lower to any extent, Every one—merchant, 
manufacturer, workingman, and professional 
man—bas the national epidemic of putting 
up prices, and the astounding figures you 
have to pay for food are the result of this. 

“The big business affairs have been get- 
ting Into a few hands, and these combina. 
tions are so powerful that they don’t need | 
to pay much attention to the la we-and they 
don t, either.“ 

Holds Gold Production Responsible. 

The tariff is emonerated as an agent of the 
increase by L. M. Byles of Morris & C., who 
puts the entire blame for present conditions 


up to the production of gold.

Charged with having written a letter to his 
mother threatening her with death unless she 
sent him $1,000, John D. Shea, formerly a 
salesman for the International Harvester 
company, was arrested yesterday and taken 
to Minonk, III. 

It is alleged that he wrote a letter Feb. 8 
saying, ‘‘ Uniess you send me the money at 
once I will burn the old homestead to ashes, 
and all they will find will be your charred 
body.“ 

Shea is 40 years old. He has been living for 
some time at 5722 Calumet avenue. His 
mother. Mre. Anna McAuley of Minonk. is 70 
yearsof age. 

Shea’s father died several years ago and 
His widow married again. There are two 
children by this marriage. 

A year or two ago Mrs. McAuley sold a farm 
which belonged to her first husband, receiv- 
ing several thousand dollars for it. Shea put 
in a claim for $1,000 of the proceeds of the 
sale, alleging that he had helped to pay for 
the farm in his early life at home. 

The mother contested his claim on the 
ground that he had received more than the 
amount which he said was due him.

2,000 at Halle Attack Police. 

At Halle about 2,000 Socialists attacked the 
police, who drew their sabers and wounded 
many.

Hollweg.” The police summoned military 
assistance, and a company of infantry soon 
arrived double quick. The crowd, however, 
meanwhile had dispersed before che police. 
There were many arrests. 

Demonstrations led to a collision with thé 
police at Frankfort-on-Main. Fifty arrest 
were made, the prisoners including the so- 
cialist editor Wendel, who, while passing the 
Bismarck monument, shouted: 

“ Hurrah for universal secret suffrage.” 

At Koenigsberg, where the Socialists re- 
turned in a body from the suburban meet- 
ings, the police, in attempting to divert the 
crowds into the side streets, used their side 
arms. They also made a number of arrests. 
At Dulsberg, on the Rhine, the Socialists, 
in a series of street demonstrations, came 
into collision with the police. The latter 
used their sabers and several manifestants 
were cut and bruised. 

At Cologne huge crowds assembled in 
Cathedral square, intending to march in or- 
der to the meeting places in the suburbs, 
but strong cordons of police held the chief 
thoroughfares and forced the crowds to take 
to the side streets. 

Meetings Largely Attended. 

The meetings were so. largely attended that 
the authorities closed the halls after they 
were filled, in order to prevent over crowd- 
ing. The speakers urged the Socialists not 
to offer resistance to the police. Sharply 
worded resoliitions of protest were adopted. 

In the suburbs of Berlin about forty meet- 
ings were held in erowded halls. In Rix- 
dorf, the population of which numbers close 
to 100,000, an immense crowd gathered in 
the public square and listened to speeches 
by several leaders. A police lieutenant called 
on the people to disperse, but they refused 
to obey. The. police thereupon tried to break 
up the meeting, and some of the crowd re- 
sponded with a shower of stones, wound 
ing the lieutenant and a policeman.

Not only do the Canadian authorities feel 
that the United States was premature in its 
announcement but they believe that the re- 
sult of publishing the regulations a year be- 
fore they are to be made effective will result 
in the development of some controversies 
over vested rights which may compel the two 
governments to make important changes in 
the regulations before hext January. 

The regulations are ta become effective 
Jan. 1, 1911, according to the recommenda- 
tions made by President Taft to congress. 
Canada wanted them ¢ffective at once, or 
else wanted the rules withheld from the pub- 
lic until the date n they were to go into 
operation. There is a feeling here that the

The two governments occupy directly op- 
posed positions on the main point-of fish pro- 
tection. The United States government and 
respective state governments have deveioped 
the fish hatchery to a-scientific point where 
it is felt that almost any good water can be 

replenished with fish by judicious planting of 
the artificially hatched spawn. 

The Canadian government’s fish protection 


scheme, on the other hand, proceeds almost 


entirely on the theory of the closed season.

Roumanian as a Laborer. 


As to the Roumanian as a temporary resi- 
dem, as a digger of ditches, blower of glass, 
coke burner or laborer in the steel mill, those 
who have had experience with him at home 
must judge. I only know, from personal ex- 
perience with him in his own home, that he 
can work when he wants to and that he has 
the intelligence which makes him even ah 
excellent skilled laborer. 

But there are two points here of interest: 
first, the effect upon American social condi- 
tions and, second, upon industrial conditions. 
From the social side, from the point of view 
of morality and all that goes to make up social 
ethics in general, he is probably neither worse 
nor better than the conditions which he finds 
already in existence in America. But I Should 
say that he certainly does not help to im- 
prove conditions. In the majority of cases he 
leaves his wife at home and enters readily into 
the lowest rank of social life abroad. 

His influence upon the labor market is quite 
another thing. I am of the opinion that leg- 
islation, -desiring to gain favor politically 
with. the Federations of American Labor, has 
made it impossible to get the pest results from 
the cheap labor market which eastern Europe 
affords. I refer to legislation which has to 
deal. with contract labor. 

If, for the éncouragement and greater de- 
velopment of our industries, we really need 
additional labor, it seems that a common sense 
view would indicate the wisdom of allowing 
to visit 
Europe, to select that which they require. 1 
can readily see certain great objections to this. 
I can see how it would disturb certain groups 
of workmen. But, as 2 matter of fact, present 
legislation makes possible the most promiscu- 
nus Kind of immigration. 

The result is that the immigrant, on landing 
in New York, is not only at the mercy of the 
general labor, market out in the majority of 
cases; js obliged to accept the first thing which 
offers without being able to seléct the sort of 
work for which he is, by previous. experience 
or by perament fitted. 

The general result is that the entire labor 
market, especially in the east, is always in a 
more or less unstable condition. Prospective 
emigrants in Europe are keen to learn eco- 
nomic conditions in America, and if it were 
known, through official channels or otherwise, 


that certain kinds of laborers were needed for 


a certain period of time, or if it were known 
that no labor at al! were required, the volume 
and character of immigration would vary ac- 
cordingly.

erals and Conservatives and persons who 
just want to fight for the excitement of revo- 
luting and killing somebody. The ultra- 
Conservatives, who have their headquarters 
in Granada and other provinces in the vicin- 
ity of Lake Nicaragua and who form a large 
and influential part of the population, are 
rabid against both Dstrada and Madris. 

Some of them want Gen. Emilio Chamorro 
to be the chief. Others tilink some one else 
would be preferable aside from Madris or 
Estrada. All the Grenadans hold the old be- 
lief that Grenada is entitled to be the capital 
city, just as the Leonines think Leon has 
claims abead of either Grenada or the pres- 
ent capital of Managua. 

Most of the previous revolutions, or rather 
the chronic state of revolution aside from the 
thirty years of peace,“ has been due to the 
feuds of approximately ninety years’ dura- 
tion. Nicaraguane were revolutionary 
enough even when the country was a colony 
of Spain. 


Intervention as Handy Tool. 

It should be understood that many? of the 
native Nicaraguans who cheer for the Unit- 
ed States and Americans look upon interveh- 
tion simply in the light of a: handy tool to 
1 gid thelr own interests in a crisis. 

Once they secured intervention, they would 

howl just as loudly to be let alone, and thus 
turn the prism of ‘popular favor in Wica- 


ragua. 

It is natural enough that in their héarts 
Nicaraguans should be adverse to active in- 
tervention by the great nation north of the 
Rio Grande. It cannot be denied that un- 
avoidably intervention carries with it a 
marked degree of humiliation for the people 
it is intended to assist. The people of the 
United States—even those who don't care 
enough about their government to go to the 
polls on election day—would feel ruffied were 
a foreigh power to take possession of Wash- 
ington, appoint a foreign governor for the 
American people for a period, and teach 
Americans how to run their government. 

Americans would feel that way even if 
things were at such a pass that they couldn't 
do without intervention. And the pupile 
would not carry big red apples to the teacher. 

Assuming that the revolutionists within 
a few weeks arrive at a joint agreement to 
make a bargain with Madriz on the basis of 
a popular election, the consensus of opinion 


among students of Central America is that 


inactivity on the part of the United States 
will amount simply to procrastination. 


Madriz Willing to Yield. 

Madriz has said that if an agreement to 
hold a popular election is reached he will not 
be a candidate. However, unless the policing 
of the election is done by the United States 
as was done during the late disquiet in Pan- 
ama, the machinery of election cannot fail to 
be in the hands of the present directors of 
the government—old associates of Zelaya. — 

It ie practically certain that whatever rep- 
résentation the others would get would be 
nominal for the purpose of throwing a so- 
phistical sop to the United States. Madriz-has 
gone so far as to say that he will include 
popular elections for local officials. Any- 
body who knows conditions in Central Ameri- 
ca knows that the “ ins will strive to vole 
seven times to the outs“ one for the pur- 
pose of remaining ins.“ The result invari- 
ably is trouble.

had gobbled the election. No matter how 
honest the individual in the presidential 
chair of Nicaragua might be, the

In sketching the political situation in Nie- 
aragua, it is worthy of note that the country 
is top heavy with professionalism, There 
are more doctors, @wyere, dentists and other 
professionals in Nicaragua than could live 
here were they obliged to depend upon their 
professions for incomes. As 3 matter of 
fact, most of them have incomes from prop- 
erty bequeathed to them. Few brainy 
young Nicaraguane want to work in & 
business sense. 

Professionalism in Nicaragua carries with 
it caste. There are scores of splendid young 
men in the country with degrees from the 
University of Pennsylvania, the favorite 
American inatitution of Nicaraguans, and 
other foreign schodls. Up to this time, the 
matchmakers have aimed to marry the best 
of the young women to professional men 
rather than to men who make money in 
business. 

From one aspect, the recognition of pro- 
fessional talent is a creditable thing in Nic- 
areagua. Extrayagance in recognition of 
professionalism here, however, bas led to 
professionals hanging out shingles and find- 
ing little or nothing to do. They won't work 
at any business. 


Drawn Into: Political Game. 


Therefore, the professional men are drawn 
to pass.the time by. playing the exciting 
game of Central American politics, plotting 
and counterplotting in-a revolutionary way 
with a vigor that could not fall to achieve 
splendid results were it directed in a peace- 
able manner for the uplifting of the govern- 
ment: As it is, there is a race to hold office. 
The man who is out of office laughs his de- 
fiance and geeks to get in by hitting the 
man who is in with a club. 

The foregoing observations are the fruit of 
careful observation of conditions in Nica- 
ragua, confirmed by men of unimpeachable 
knowledge and authority on the subject of 
Nicaragua. 

Features of the Nicaraguan situation 
which have been presented are intended.to 
strike some of the high Hghts in a situation 
that is exceedingly interesting and which 
must continue to demand the attention of 
the United States. Aside from whatever 
may be involved in 
keeping a discreet eye upon the only route 
practicable as a possible rival to the Panama 
canal, the United States and the republic 
of ‘Mexico have undertaken the big job of 
guaranteeing the peace of Central América. 
The Washington conventions have deen 
created and the task of seeing te it that they 
are carried out has been created with them. 

To Present People and Politics. 

In succeeding articles, necessarily broken 
to Bome extent owing to the vicissitudes of 
communication with the outside world from 
tne capital of a revolutionary country, which 
averages three weeks from Chicago or New 
York, owing to difficulty of access, I will en- 
deavor to carry the readers ashore with me 
at Corinto on the Pacific coast and with them 
see Nicaragua and its people and politics 
from a frank point of view, 

Nicaragua will be seen from the car win- 
dows on the way to Managua, and, later, 
beyond. It will be seen from the backs of 
horses in places whére the railroad does not 
go. It will be seen in the most favorable 
season of the year, climatically, in the state 
of warfare that is faméliar to its inhabitants 
and a source of wonder to the foreigner. 
Due allowance will be made for the condi- 
‘tions that exist In the season that is less 
pleasant climatically. 

The mirroring of Nicaragua as it exists 
at this period of bloodshed and dissension 
will be attempted as conscientiously as pos- 
gible. It is intended that the picture drawn 
shall be an absolutely true one. Numerous 
writers have visited Nicaragua and dwelt 
sdlely upon the evils of the country. The 
evils epecifically couldn't easily be much 
worse. 

In contrast with them. there is a surprising 
lot of good in Nicaragua and the people of 
Nicaragua. Moreoyer, the good qualities are 
go incongruous, when taken with the bad 
ones, they are intensely interesting, rather 
than commonplace. To the American there 
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is little that is commonplace in Nicaragua. 
The next step in the scheme of mutual 
study of Nicaragua in revolution will be the 
‘tanding in Corinto.

Madriz Troops Said to Have Surrounded | 


Rebel Army—Attack on Managua Is 
Feared. 


MANAGUA, Feb. 13.—President Madriz 
and the members of the government are con- 
cerned over the recent report of the taking 
of Matagalpa by the insurgents under Gen. 
Chamorro, Whatever they have learned con- 
cerning the détails, however, they have not 
permitted any of the facts to become pub- 
Nic, preferring to stand on the announcement 
that the government troops had withdrawn 
and thet no resistance was offered to Cha- 
morro, 

This has given rise to various rumors that 
the government is making an attempt to sur- 
round Gen. Chamorro, who, uniess his prog- 
reese is staid, is likely to reach Managua 
within a short period. 

Heavy artillery is being mounted on the 
hills commanding the city of Matagalpa, and 
as the revofutionists are without large guna, 


it ig believed they must eventually be dis- 1 


lodged. 

Gen. Chavartia has occupied Accalica, 
about nine miles from Matagalpa, and Gen. 
Lara, Gen, Ramirez, and Gen, Fernando 
Rivas have brought up troops from Acoyapa 
and are closing in on the revolutionary. gen- 
eral, who is now said to have with him 
nearly 2,000 men. There is a possibility that 
Matagalpa will be bombarded.

A NATIONAL ART COMMISSION. 

Representative McOall’s bill establish- 
ing an art commission: for Washington 
has passed the house with some modifica- 
tions. It is to consist of seven artists of 
repute and a Secretary. The artists who 
are to act as judges will have to serve 
without pay, but their traveling expenses 
will be met by an annual appropriation 
of $6,000. Their duties will be to advise 
upon the choice of models for future stat- 

„ ete, and upon their location. They 
may also have a say about the location of 
future public buildings. 

Some ot the statues set up at Washing- 
ton in recent years have been harshly 
criticised not only by artists but by con- 
gress. In at least one instance, also, the 
location ‘of a public building, that of the 
agricultural department, has been pro- 
nounced to be atrociously wrong, and this 
mistake, if it was one, was laid during the 
discussion of the McCall bill at the door 
of a special art commission on which 
President Roosevelt had laid his master- 
ful hand. 

Washington is becoming more and more 
the show place of the nation, and there ‘s 
need of some authority to pass upon such 
public works of art as the nation may set 
up there, but having once chosen such a 
commission, it should be given some 
finality of judgment and not interfered 
with by. congressmen who wish to meddle 
in what they do not and never can under- 


stand. 


+ CONDUCTOR FITCH IS STALLED. 
Conductor Fitch, whose gentlemanly de- 

meanor has endeared him to all who use 

the Illinois Central trains between Floss- 


we are sorry to learn, stalled on his way 
to the federal gouilding at Adams and 
Dearborn streets in this city.

The new earl of Roden is a veteran of the South 
African wars of thirty years ago, and his wife has 
achieved considerable note as a novelist under the naue 
of Ada Maria Jocelyn, having been known until now 
as the Hon. Mrs. Robert Jocelyn.

Mrs. Watt, ftmbiea- ee: 23 of etentment 
and revenge, did everything in her power to persecute 
Lady Violet and Hugh Watt, and wound up by charg- 
ing him with inciting certain persons to murder mer. 
The evidence was furnished by men of infamous char- 
acter, who swore that they had been employed by Hugh 
Watt to murder his former wife, and although the tale 
they told was of the most improbable description, since 
no sane man could have proposed murder in such a 
casual fashion to such untrustworthy agents and to 
be carried out by such ludicrous means, yet the story. 
idiotic as it appeared, seemed to appeal to the jury, 
who, composed of petty tradesmen, apparently thought 
that because Hugh Watt had been ‘divorced and had 
figured as a co-respondent * was capable of every other 
crime.

This did not prevent Mrs. Watt from still further 
venting her animosity against Lady Violet by suing 
her for damages for libel on the strength of some con- 
fidential letters which the earl's daughter had written 
to Watt just prior to the divorce proceedings and in 
which Lady Violet had denounced her rival in a vigor- 
ous manner. These letters were of a purely confiden- 
tial character, were meant for no other eyes than those 
of Hugh Watt, and had been obtained by Mirs. Watt 
through the bribery of servants. Nevertheless the jury 
rendered a verdict of $25,000 damages and costs against 
Lady Violet. Lady Violet professed her fmability to 
pay, whereupon Mrs. Watt instituted bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings against her. 

In the meanwhile Mrs. Watt had been forced by pop- 
ular sentiment to consent to the final legal steps necés-. 
sary to complete her divorce from Hugh Watt so as to 
permit him to wed Lady Violet, and as soon as the 
marriage had taken place the bankruptcy proceedings:

Wiltshire Suspect. Discloses 
Double Life to Back Up 
His Alibi Claim. 


WIFE NO. 2 LEAVES. HIM. 
First Sponse Denies She Identi- 


fied Hilt of Stiletto Po- 
lice Found. 


Christopher Ebbole, arrested in connection 
with the Killing of Charles E. Wiltshire and 
held as a suspect in an effort to prove he was 
not a murder, disclosed yesterday that he 
was leading a double life. He said he was 
living with two women, both of whom sup- 
posed they were legally married to him. 

Eight years ago Ebbole was married to his 
first wife, Mrs. Annie Ebbole, of 722 Austin 
avenue. Four years ago he is said to have 
married Miss Dora Lighthardt at Crown 
Point, Ind. Ebbole said last night he had 
not married the woman, but was providing 
for her as he did for his wife. 

The story of Ebbole’s double life came 
out when he sought to prove to Inspector 
Healy his innocence of the murder of Wil- 
shire through an alibi. 

He accounted for all of his movements up 
to 11 o'clock, the hour when the hody was 
found, but demurred at telling where he 
spent the remainder of the night. At length

“We have actually got started on the 
plans,“ said Mr. Arnold last night. ‘‘I have 
a number of engineers and draftsmen now 
at work and in a short time will increase the 
force. Some of the men are taken from trac- 
tion work for this and will be used back and 
forth from time to time as the work permits." 


Several Plans to Be Submitted. 

According to the program of the city coun- 
ell local transportation committee, several 
plans will be made for consideration of the 
committee and the most practical one will 
be accepted and sent back to Mr. Arnold for 
the polishing touches before it is presented 
to the city council. | 

Ald. Foreman, chairman of the committee, 
will lay much stress on the minute details 
of the plans which have to do with the cen- 
tral portion of the subway. He believes the 
city has sufficient money in sight to build 
eight or nine miles of a downtown subway, 
and is working on this basis. 

He is anxious that the plans be so broad, 
however, that they will extend to the city's 
outer rim, and be of such a nature that the 
subway can be extended from time to time

G Abraham Lincoln 1 


| yesterday in many Chicago puipits. In St. 


Paul's Reformed Episcopal chüreb Bishop 
Samuel Fallows said: 

„Mr. Lincoln did not belong toa particular 
church. He was, however, one of the other 
sheep’ who belonged to Christ and to the 
whole human race to whom Christ came. He 
eaid, ‘Show me that church with the Lord's 
prayer and the sermon on the MONAT a8 ite 
ereed and I will join it." 

It was his favorite utterance, ‘ Have God 
on your side. He said, I know there is a 
God and he hates injustice and sla very.“ He 
declared during the war, ‘ This is God’s fight 
and he will win it in his own good time.’ 
More than once he stated, ‘ I have been driven 
tomy knees many times by the overwhelming 
conviction that I had nowhere else to go.’ 

„He was praying all night while the battle 
of Gettysburg was raging in July, 1863; and 
received, like Jacob of old, the assurance that 
his prayer was heard. He expanded to the 
majesty of a suffering Savior. We can 
truthfully say of him that he was commis- 
sioned by the Father of Mankind to declare: 
‘He hath sent me to bind up the broken 
hearted, to proclaim deliverance to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of he. pene te ae 
that are bound.’ ; 


. Evidence of Belief in God. 

“When the war was ended and the White 
House was serenaded for the first time since 
it began, there came from his heart ot hearts 
the words: I am very giad to see you tonight, 
but I do most sincerely thank Almighty God 
tor the occasion on which you have called.’ 

“ He said with Daniel Webster, It is not 
necessary to re-enact the laws of God, we 
must recognise them.“ 

“He answered an enthusiastic supporter 
(who said, ‘2 believe in God and Avraham 
Lincoln,“ by saying, My friend, Jou are 
more than half right.’ 

He is reported to have said: "When 1 
left Springfield I asked the people to pray for 
me, I was not a Christian. When 1 buried 
my son, the severest trial of my life, T was 
not a Christian. But when I went to Gettys- 
burg and saw the graves of thousands of 
our soldiers, I then and there consecrated 
myself to Christ.’ 

We can believe with Bishop simpson in 
his funeral oration at SpringtielKd, on the 
interment of Lincoln’s body: ‘Certainly if 
there ever was a man who illustrated some 
of the principles of pure religion, that man 
was our departed president. I doubt if any 
president has ever shown such trust in God, 
or in public documents so frequently re- 
ferred to divine aid.’ 


Embodiment of the Beatitudes. 


“ Abraham Lincoln was the embodiment of 
Christ's beatitudes. Each one of the great 
soul qualities and experiences which Jesus 
named in his sermon on the mount finds its 
counterpart in the rail splitter and president. 

“Our Lord said Blessed (or happy) are 
the poor in spirit.’ Lincoln had no ambition 
for wealth—hence His inheritance of spiritual 

He was a man who mourned. His 
early life experienced sorrow; the war was 
for him four years of agony and the death 
of his boy Willie almost broke his heart. 
But he wascomforted in the comfort he gave. 

He was meek. ‘I am not fit to be presi- 
dent.“ was his frequent utterance. He has 
indeed inherited the earth, the love of all 
men. He had a hunger and thirst for right- 
eousness; ‘I am not bound to wih, but I am 
bound to be true; Iam not bound to succeed, 
but I am bound to live up to what light 1 
have.“ He was merciful to a remarkable 
degree. He found continual excuse for fail- 
ing to sign death warrants of poor boys who 
had been court martialed. Therefore this 
great heart has been receiving the n, 
of men. 

Firm Adherent to the Right. 

He was pure in heart.“ For that reason 
his mind was clear as crystal. He could see 
God, his fellows, and the questions of the 
day without passion, bias, or prejudice. He 
was a “peacemaker.” Not through compro- 
mise, but by firmly adhering to the right as 
God gave him to see the right, and by a mag- 
nanimity of spirit which had malice for none 
and charity for all. Certainly men have been 
calling him one of ‘ the children of God’ ever 
since. 

“ Jesus said, ‘ Blessed are they which are 
persecuted for righteousness’ sake: for theirs 
ie the kingdom of heaven. Blessed are ye 
when men shall revile you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice and be ex- 
ceeding glad. for so persecuted they the 
prophete which were before you.’ Only those 
who have read history carefully know how 
this great man was persecuted and ent, 
ed by friend and foe. 

“Lincoln endured these things, not for 
his own advancement and ambition. not with 
his eye on the presidency for himself but 
that he might give his life for others Today 
he stands our loftiest, our serenest, and most 
adored personality among the heroes of the
